New York Harbor Like Frozen 
Norse Fjord--Hudson Solid Ice 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

NEW YORK, Feb. G—New York-h . 
bled a frozen Norwegian fjord. The Hudson river frozen solid 
down to Harlem and glacier-like ice floes which had broken off and 
floated down stream were caught by a 30-mile north wind blowing 
from the New Jersey side and jammed against Manhattan, (Govern- 
or’s Island and the Brooklyn waterfront, creating a situation which 
veteran mariners said had not been witnessed here’ before in many 
years. Traffic through the inner harbor was almost at a standstill 
and many vessels were virtually frozen in, The uninterrupted ice 
menace has put more than 50 tugs out of commission and so many 
barges have been sunk within three weeks that 30,000 tons of coal 
is at the river bottom. Until the ice clears this cannot be salvaged.

Paris, Feb, 5.—‘“I am no traitor, I 
have asked to be judged and I am 
willing to die, but Wot asa traitor,” 

Thus spoke Bolo Pasha, who was 
brought to trial by court-martial on 
a charge of treason in having been a 
chief factor in the circulation of Ger- 
nan propaganda in France. 

Otherwise than for the fumbling of 
his monocle nervously, Bolo was pass- 
ive during the reading of Captain 
Bouchardson’s investigation dealing 
with Bolo's activity in Switzerland and 
deals alleged to have been carried on| 
in the United States.

incidental expenses of travel, Insur-! 
ance premiums, etc. & task impossible} 
for a married man, and no unmar-| 
yied men are obtainable. With the!

districta, there ought to be no dif- 
feulty in paying every man at least} 
$900, with some allowance towards 

the incidental expense of traveling.

tion of all the churchmen and hope 
that it may become a valuable means 
of developing the practical side of our 
religious faith, besides giving an op- 
portunity to the laymen, which they 
sq often desire, of general discussion 
of the work of the church and its re- 
lation to the social Hfe of the com- 
munity. In our country parishes our 
people might well be called together 
from time to time to discuss soem of 
the great problems facing us. 

Many questions are facing us just 
now and we ought first to arrive at 
some definite understanding of them 
by obtaining information to date and 
an interchange of public opinion, One 
of these that present war conditions 
is emphasizing {is the importance of 
some definite provincial effort towards 
the treatment of tuberculosis. Those 
whose duty calls them to visit the 
homes of many poor people know 
that the conditions of many a home 
make it impossible for them to obtain 
any remedy or to secure the conditions 
necessary to recovery. We have an 
elaborate system of dealing wilth tub- 
erculosis “mong our farm stock, There 
ure many young llves far more prec- 
foug that are needing care and atten- 
tion, which neither they nor those 
willing to help are able to obtain. T 
commend this to ‘the consideration of 
our Anglican Men's society, as well as 
to the synod. 

Returned Soldicrs 

One problem that ts constantly in 
my mind is not the “returned soldier,” 
but how can the church help the re- 
turned soldier? We ought to be able 
to place a clergyman to work among 
our own church members, returned | 
from the front, and such others as 
accept his ministry. And to tthis end| 
I am ready to approve the allocation | 
out of M.S.C.C, grant of a sum if the} 
synod will &pprove, and some of our! 
public spirited laymen will offer the 


balance, 
Temperance 1 


I think that we may look with much 
satisfaction upon the temperance 
movement, While it has undoubtedly 
placed some under considerable in- 
convenience, there are few who will} 
not admit that the inconvenience and} 
self-denial have been worth while. The 
improved condition in many ‘homes, 
the decrease of crime have been very 
marked, but having done this much, 
let us not stay our hands. There are 
many evils yet to get rid of, At the 
present time ‘the loose ideas regard- 
ing marriage, the undoubted preya- 
lence of bigamous marriages, demand 
our interest, vigilance and care, with 
the punishment of offenucis, and for | 
the preservation of the nome, The 
careless issuing of marriage licenses 
needs attention. And some means 
must be devised which will protect 
yvomen against lifelony misery’ and 
trace from deterioration, by re- 
quiring a definite eugenic standard of 
health {n both parties to a marriage 
contract. This leads me ‘to say, fur- 
ther, although no very authentic fig- 
ures are obtainable, that I am con- 
vineced that a greater number of chil- 
dren are born into the world and 
‘orced to fight the battle of life handi- 
capped by the sins of their parents, 

Sunday Schools 

Sunday schools in our country dis- 
tricts present a problem of consider- 
‘le difficulty, owing to ‘the impossi- 


instruction. This is being done. J am 
glad to say in many cases, and I hope 
that some day we may be able to deal! 
with the problem more efficiently, 

In our towns and eltties our Sunday 
school work is developing steadily. 
Our great problem is to hold the ‘teen 
age boy from 15 to 20. Many schemes 
have been devised, but nothing can 
take the place of the personal touch 
and interest of the priest of the parish 
with the younger members of (hig con- 
gregation, 

Women's Work 


There ig an ever increasing field of 
work for trained women workers, not 
only in our town and city parishes, 
but also in some country districts. I 
hope it may be possible to establish 
here a@ training centre and that we 
rey not only secure candidates for 
training, but the necessary means of 
providing the training required. I am 
hopeful that after the war we may see 
Considerable developments in this 
work, 


Religious Education 


During the past yeat tthe question 
of religious education in the public 
school has received considerable at-! 
tention. It is interesting to note the) 
friendly apirit that has been obvious. 
Conference, not controversy, must be 
Our method In this, as in all great 
questions and I fee! hopeful for the! 
future. While we try to understand the 
difficulties which this question presents 
to many, I feel that they are not in- 
Sunperable and I sincerely thope that 
the ministerial association of this olty 
will continue its efforts to overcome 
misunderstanding on all sides and ar- 
rive at a satisfactory solution of the 
difficulty, 

The times we live in are ‘times of 
tremendous stress and of great per- 
Plexity, the old world is passing away 
and a new :s being born, and we are 
responsible for the direction in which 
the new developes. We cannot control 
future results, but we can establish 
the »rineiples by which results are to 
be attained, When the great war ofa 
century ago ended in 1815 a period of 
reconsiruction followed, presenting ‘to 
the church a marvelous opportunity 
for doing her part to bring ithe higher 
Principle of the Christian faith to bear 
upon the prevailing conditions in the 
Process of reconstruction, She missed 
her opportunity and, therefore, the 
work of reconstruction will be the 
harder, her prestige is the leas, To- 
day we dare not fall to realize the les- 
sons of the past, else so far as we are 
Soncerned we shall have again missed 
a second splendid opportunity, and 
the task will be given to others. We 
must take our place, bear our wit- 
ness and exercise our influence in the 
coming perlod of reconstruction. 
W hat Is that to be? It will be in dhold- 
ing up by principle and by practice 
the love of God for all mankind, in 
Striving through conference, not con- 
troversy, in love and not in hate, hold- 
ing fast what we believe to be the 
truth, honoring those who differ and 
striving as far as in us iles to draw 
Closer to our brothers of other Chris- 
tian bodies. Never before has the 
time been so opportune for some die 
tinct advance towarde the unton of the | 
Ohrietian church. What the charac-| 
ter of that unton shail be, has yet to!

This aroused the ire 
of the rest of the miners in the Drum- 
heller field, some 2,000 in number, and 
on Saturday afternoon 360 of them

Simmering City Employees Seek 
Interpretation of New Bylaw 


After the decision arrived at on 
Monday afternoon by the clty council 
to end any negotiations with the fire- 
men, there has been a juli at the city 
hall, and Tuesday morning passed 
away quietly. 

Another feature of the strike has 
now developed, inasmuch as the civic 
employees in general are now organ- 
izing a meeting for the purpose of 
ascertaining their position under the 
standardization bylaw. 

This bylaw has been brought into 
prominence in connection with the 
walk-out, as under its provisions the 
power to appoint men to positions re- 
quiring special ability or knowledge 
was taken from the comissioners 
and placed in the hands of the city 
council, 

The bylaw was passed in November 
of last year, but did not come into 
force until January of this year. 
Therefore the city commissioners con- 
tend that they had the power to make 
the appointment of fire chief, al- 
though some of the aldermen helé 


that they must have been aware of 
the provisions of the bylaw, and 


therefore should have acknowledged 
its existence by turping the appoint- 
ment over to the cify council. 


“We want to knew,” eaid a city em- 
ployee, “how we etand under this by- 
law. Since the trouble has developed 
with the firemen the employees afe 
beginn‘ng to think that the bylaw may 
prove of very iittle use, or that Its 
provisions may prove inoperative or 
very easily evaded. To settle the mat- 
ter We are calling a meeting to discuss 
the matter with the idéa of taking it 
to the city council and asking for en 
interpretation of what its clauses con- 
tain as to promotions and appoint- 
ments. We consider that the reading 
shouki be that promotions should be 
carried to the lengch of appointing 
heads of departments from among the 
employees. There are only a few 
plums in the civic service and what is 
the use of a man spending years in 
the service and fitting himself for the 
leadership if.when the occasion comes 
a man can be brought in and placed 
over his head.” 


STRUCK FIREMAN

Stiff Sentence Imposed on Ex- 
Member of City Brigade by 


Magistrate 


David Wray, a atriking fireman 
from Hall No. 1, was sentenced to glx 
weeks in the Fort Saskatchewan fail 
by Magistrate Primrose Tuesday 
morning on a charge of assaulting one 
of the strikebreaking employees of 
the central hall. Before the trial was 
opened the crown prosecutor changed 
the charge of intimidation originally 
laid against Wray to that of common 
assault. The imposition of ‘the eix 
weeks’ with hard labor and without 
the option of a fine is one of the se- 
verest sentences for assault pro- 
nounced by a city magistrate in the 
paet six months. The evidence show- 
ed that Wray had remonstrated with 
the complainant, Herman Doyle, for 
his action in taking a firehal) position 
while luc regular employees were on 
strike. He also asked Doyle why he 
had not kept to his promise, alleged 
to have been made to the strikers, to 
assist the fire-fighters’ union by quit- 
ting his job. An altercation ensued 
and Doyle is said to have called Wray 
a liar, upon which Wray struck him 
on the face. The decision of the 
magistrate is being appealed by the 
striking firemen, who have raised a 
fund to carry the case before the 
higher courts.

US. CITIZENS IN 
EDMONTON TO 
PAY INCOME TAX 


American Oonsular Agent Oox 
Tells of Liability of Those 
Residing Here 


American citizens living in CanaAa 
are subject to the United States in- 
come tax secording to Hyatt Cox, Am- 
erican Consular Agent in Edmonten. 
The American law provides that citi- 
sens of the United States whose net 
incomes for the calendar year 1917 ex- 


ceed $1,000.00 in the case of unmar- 
ried persons and $2,000.00 In the case 


of married persons, are subject to 
United States income tax regardless 
of the fact that they may be living 


abroad and paying the income tax of 
the country wherein they reside; but 
persons paying income tax to a foreign 
government may deduct the amount 
actually so paid during 1917 from 
their gross income upon U.8. Form 
1040A in computing the net income on 
which the fax is to De paid, 

This is a war income tax, and it is 
pointed out that it is a patriotic duty 
ay well as a legal obligation, for all 


|} American citizens to respond and so 


help win the war. 

Tho consular agency in Edmonton 
has received a supply of forms for tax 
returns and will be glad to render as- 
sistance in filling out the returns. 

The income tax returns must be 
mude out in time to reach the Collec- 
tors of Internal Revenue on or before 
March Ist, 1918.

Washington, Feb. 5 — Ten 
months of the war have cost 
the United States about $7,- 
100,000,000—at the rate of 
$710,000,000 a month, nearly 
$24,000,000 a day. 

More than half of this large 
sum, or $4,121,000,000, has been 
paid as loans to the allies, and 
the balance, about $3,000,000,- 
000, represents America’s out- 
lay for its war purposes, exclus- 
ive of more than $600,000,000 
for ordinary governmental ex- 
penses, 

The war’s toll in money is 
increasing at the rate of more 
than $100,000,000 a month, and 
indications now are that the 
two remaining months of the 
nation’s first’ year as a bel- 
ligerent will run its war bill to 
nearly $10,000,000,000, of which 
$5,000,000,000 will be for allied 
loans, and about the same 
amount for the artillery, navy, 
shipping board and other war 
agencies,

A communication from 15 married 
teachers of the public school staff 
came before the school management 
committee on Tuesday night, the let- 
ter embodying a roquest that their 
salaries might be increased to thé same 
basis as the other members of the 
school staff. The communication was 
referred to a committee consisting of 
Trustee Duggan and Superintendent 
Carpenter, to bring in a report to the 
next meeting, 

lt was remarked that later in the 
year the board might have to consider 
the advisability of each case of a mar- 
ried teached being met with remunera- 
tion according to individual merit or 


| results achieved, or elsa@ that the mar- 


ried women might be let out and their 
Places filled by unmarried teachers. 

It was also stated that the board 
would have to consider the idea of 
married women as permanent mem- 
bers of the staff, who were devoting 
themselves to the profession, same as 
any, other business in which they 
might engage, and their position would 
have to be considered In such a light, 
without regard to other circumstances. 

It was stated that complaints had 
been made that the married women 
were keeping giris from city appoint- 
ments, and that they were thus forced 
to take country schools. 

On the other hand it was asserted 
that the board always appointed a cer- 
tain number of young unmarried 
teachers from outside points during 
the year, and thet if the city-bred girl 
had the right qualifications she could 
always secure these positions, 

Considerable attention was given to 
the matt.r of appointing a successor 
to A. G. Watson as vice-principal of 
McDougall High schcol, Mr. Watson 
having recently been given the post of 
inspector under the provincial depart- 
ment of education. 

Finally, the choice fell upon W, G. 
Robertson, of the Victoria High echool 
staff, and it was decided to recommend 
his appointment to the board meeting 
on Thursday, In making this decision 
consideration was given to Mr. Robert- 
son's length of service under the board 
in addition to his other qualifications, 

The question of a successor to Mr, 
Robertson at Victoria High school was 
left over until Thursday night. 

It was arranged to allow Mrs. 
Healey the use of rooms at Victoria 
High school on Friday evenings for at 
least a period of four months for the 
purpose of holding classes of study and 
physical culture for working girls. The 
clases are to be held under the general 
scheme of “Canadian Girls in Train- 
ing,” which Is a 
with the “Canadian Standard Ef- 
ficiency Tests” for boys. 

A letter was received from the Local 
Council of Women asking that grade 
examination up to grade nine might 
be abolished in June owing to the ex- 
hausting effect on the children during 
the hot weather of that month.

SHORT SESSION | 
PROMISED ONT. 
LEGISLATURE. 


Fuel Problem Will be Considered | 
Under Gov't. Program Be- 
fore House 


Toronto, Feb. 5.—With the usual 
solemn ceremony the fourth war ses- 
eion of the Ontario legislature was 
opened by the lieutenant-governor, 
Sir William Hendrie, this afternoon. 
The speech from the throne does not 
portend a long session and the pro- 
posed measure to provide for taking 
soldiers’ votes overseas ecems to point 
to an election this summer, The gov- 
ernmetit, the speech states, has set 
eside territory known to contain peat 
deposits and is investigating with the 
intention of increasing thereby the 
fuel supply of the province. 

There are no changes in the seat- 
ing on the government side this ses- 
sion. To the left of the speaker the 
sessional 'eader of the opposition, Wil- 
Kam Proudfoot, K.C., of course, moved 
up to the seat vacated by Hon. N. W. 
Roweil, 


Speech from Throne, 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly—-For the fourth 
time you meet under war conditions. 
During the past year our empire has 
maintained the struggle for freedom 
with unabated power and confidence. 
Though the burdens and the sacrifices 
have been heavy, the compensating 
successes have been of substantial 
value. Toward these achievements 
Canadians have contributed notably, 
and in many brilliant actions have 
added new lustre to their renown. 

The devotion of our people to the 
cause for which the mother country 
and her allies are at war was never 
more evident than it is today. Never 
were we so determined to consecrate 
all the resources we possess to the 
task of carrying the conflict to a auc- 
cessful issue. With the war alms 
cjJearly set forth recently by His Ma- 
jesty’s government we are in full ac- 
cord. ‘ 

Our thanks are due to Almighty God 
for the harvest of the past year, which 
was one of the most bountiful fn the 
history of the province. 

The speech deals with the food 
shortage, which it says is continually 
assuming, more serious proportions, It 
says the appeals for more production 
have elicited a most encouraging re- 
sponse from the farmers.

Iie service; to amend the Northern On- 
tario Development Act; to amend the 
trades and labor acts and for other 
purposes.” s 


MANITOBA DEBT 
INCREASES TWO 
MILLION IN YEAR 


New Sources of Revenue Will Be 
Tapped, Says Provincial 
Treasurer 


Hl Winnipeg, Feb. 56.—Hon. Wdward 
Brown, provincial treasurer, delivered 
in the legislature last evening the 
third financial statement of the pre. 
sent administration. The capital as- 
sets of the province were declared by 
Mr. Brown, tn round figures, to be 
$70,000,000, while the Habilities are 
$32,000,000, of which $18,000,000 Is 
revenue bearing and $14,000,000 of 
nondreyenue bonds represented by 
public buildings. ‘This debt shows an 
increase of $2,000,000 during the year, 
said Mr, Brown. 

For the fiscal year ended Novem- 
ber vv last, the province had an ad- 
| verse balance of $184,175. The cash 
balance held by the province at the 
end of the fiscal year was $3,863,487 
in addition to which $2,403,473 is in- 


vested in trust funds and debentures 
within the province. Capital debt and 
capital assets have bo.n been § in- 


creased, the former by $2,000,000, of 


which considerable is still in hand, 
and the latter by $3,500,000. Expen- 
ditures have been greatly increased, 


said the provincial treasurer, by war 
and new legislation and new sources 
of revenue will be tapped, including 
tax on amusements, a direct levy on 
unoccupied land and a levy of one 
mill on all rateable property, while a 
decrease of 1-2 a mill in the patriotic 
fund levy will be made,

Such is Lloyd George’s Interpre- | 
tation of Versailles War 
Council 


London, Feb. 5.—-The Chronicle's 
parliamentary correspondent writes: 

“Last week's conference at Paris 
demonstrated in a remarkable manner 
the value of the inter-allled council at 
Versailles. The fact that this council 
from its creation has been in almost 
continuous session, reviewing the mill- 
tary, naval] and economic conditions 
materially eased the labors of the 
governmental chiefs of England, 
France and Italy when they met last 
week. Invaluable assistance was given | 
by those experts and important de- 
cisions were facilitated as a result of 
a previous careful study, In short, 
the fruits of the work done at Ver- 
sailles were so satisfactory that even 
some of those who originally viewed | 
the constitution of this allied council 
with misgiving, now have been con- 
verted to belief in its indispensability.
